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Fee Board asks 
groups for budget cuts

Avila agencies and pro- 
grams funded by the student 
activity fee have been asked, 
for the second year in a row, 
to voluntarily reduce their 
budgets. 

The enrollment decrease 
Avila has experienced re- 
duced the fee budget from 
$33,000 to a decline by almost 
$4,000. 

The activities calendar, 
orientation programs, stu- 
dent council, intramurals and 
pompon squad are some of 
the items the fee funds. 

The anticipated fee income 
was based on an enrollment 
of 825 full time students, each 
of whom has paid $20 for the 
student activity fee, times 
two semesters. 



Deb Volkmer, Assistant 
Director of Student Life, re- 
ports that just because an 
agency voluntarily cuts its 
budget, the Fee Board will not 
automatically accept that re- 
duction. 

Also, it is expected that for 
some agencies it will not be 
feasible to cut their budgets 
any more. Each individual 
case will be dealt with and de- 
cided upon separately. 

“Last year we had an excel- 
lent response to this volun- 
tary cutback, and we are 
hopeful that this year we get 
the same,” she comments. 

The alternatives for dealing 
with the deficit will be dis- 
cussed at the October 21 
meeting of the fee board.

The Health Services and 
Public Administration pro- 
grams on campus are cur- 
rently growing under the 
direction of Public Adminis- 
tration coordinator Dr. Steve 
Mosher. 

In the Health Service Ad- 
ministration area Mosher has 
worked to establish a rela- 
tionship between the campus 
and members of the health 
care community in the area. 

Mosher is quick to point 
out that positions in the two 
fields offer a wide range of 
opportunities. He says, “The 
first thing that comes to my 
mind when I hear ‘Public Ad- 
ministrator' is a city manager. 
This is just one of many posi- 
tions in the field though. Any- 
body involved in governmen- 
tal work or even businesses 
dealing with the government 
can benefit by being involved 
in the program. It is unusual 
to find a job these days," he 
concluded, “that does not 
deal in some way with the 
government." 

Likewise, the Health Serv- 
ices program offers opportu- 
nities to many, besides those 
interested in being hospital 
administrators. Mosher feels 
this can be of special benefit 



to Avila which places a great 
deal of emphasis on health 
care programs. 

Toward this end he has 
been working with other de- 
partments on campus to dem- 
onstrate how the Health Serv- 
ices Administration program 
can benefit theirstudents and 
how their programs can ben- 
efit students in the HSA de- 



partment. 

Mosher said a problem he 
has had in the past with the 
program is that not enough 
students knew what the pro- 
gram was all about — it didn't 
seem exciting to them. 

With time, though, this is 
changing and as it does the 
program should continue to 
grow.

Who should pay?

The Student Activity Fee Board, which is responsible for 
recommending use of the fees, is once again challenged with 
finding means to balance the budget for 1982-83. Last year, 
due to the elimination of the part-time Student Activity Fee 
and a 7-8% enrollment decline, the budget funding campus 
programs, organizations, and publications was reduced by 
over 28%. The student leaders responsible for these programs 
voluntarily reduced their programs and budgets by $9,280 to 
assist in balancing the budget. 

The remaining deficit of $3,220 was made up from three 
other sources. These were unanticipated revenue from the 
1980-81 budget, the remaining balance in the 1980-81 Fee 
budget, and a small amount from the restricted reserve fund. 

Last spring organizations requested $42,912 for 1982-83 
programs and publications. The Student Activity Fee Board 
recommending a budget of $33,000. That was the anticipated 
income from full time students' activity fees. Part-time stu- 
dents pay no activity fee, yet have the privilege of attending 
all activities and receiving all publications that full time stu- 
dents do. If Avila's 1,000 part-time students were charged a 
$5 activity fee each semester, this would provide the needed 
amount for the organizations' requested budgets for the year. 

Part-time students utilize these activities more often than 
one would expect. Many pick up the Avila Examiner when it’s 
published and receive student life handbooks, and student 
life supplemental programs. They also attend sports events, 
theatre productions, and SUB events. 

Should part-time students be allowed to participate at no 
charge while full time students foot the bill and organizations 
unselfishly cut their budgets once again?

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Avalanche rolls the “Rock” 3-1; 8 straight wins

A classic. Like a concerto 
or a vintage wine Avila’s 3-1 
victory over Rockhurst will 
linger pleasantly in the hearts 
of Avila soccer fans for some 
time to come. 

The Avalanche defeated 
the Hawks, kept an eight- 
game winning streak intact, 
and snapped Rockhurst’s 23- 
game undefeated streak. The 
level of play was even more 
intense than the pre-game 
buildup said it would be. 

Avila had come into the 
game with a No. 4 NAIA 
National Ranking while the 
Hawks were tied at No. 7. It 
was the first time the two 
teams had met when they 
were both ranked in the top 
ten. The Avalanche went into 
the game with only two loss- 
es, one against NCAA power- 
house Southern Illinois and 
the other against Sangamon 
State. Rockhurst came in with 
a tie against Missouri South- 
ern on their record. 

The opening moments saw 
both teams battling for con- 
trol of the field. Neither squad 
was able to control it though 
until Neil Kelly, Avila’s second 
leading scorer, drove in a shot 
past Rockhurst goalie Kenny 
Stranz. Kelly's shot came off 
a deflection of a Joe Schrick 
shot on goal. It was the first 
time a team had scored 
against Rockhurst in the first 
half this year.
